REPORT  OF  THE 


Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citi- 
zens of  the  Town  of  Lyman: 
It  becomes  my  pleasure  at  this  time  to  submit 
for  your  consideration  my  third  annual    report  of 
the  condition  and  needs  of  the  schools  of  Lyman. 

The  school  year  which  is  now  closing  has  been 
marked  by  steady  progress  and  success.  We  have 
been  fortunate  in  retaining  a  corps  of  teachers  hav- 
ing training  and  experience,  a  very  important  fac- 
tor in  any  successful  school  system.  We  have  been 
able  through  additional  support  from  the  tax-payers 
to  maintain  an  extra  week  of  school.  Attendance 
has  been  good  and  the  pupils  have  shown  keen  in- 
terts  in  their  work. 

One  school  in  town,  the  Union,  was  discontin- 
ued at  the  end  of  the  spring  term  through  failure  to 
maintain  an  average  attendance  of  eight  pupils. 
The  pupils  in  that  section  of  the  town  were  sent  to 
the  Alewive  school,  their  tuition  being  paid  by  the 
town.  Under  present  conditions  this  seems  to  be 
the  best  possible  arrangement  which  can  be  made 
for  these  pupils,  both  from  the  standpoint  of  educa- 
tional advantages  to  the  pupils  and  economy  for  the 
town. 

It  has  become  a  well  established  fact  that  the 
physical  status  of  a  pupil  is  of  very  great  impor- 
tance in  determining  his  ability  to  do  successful 
school  work.  Many  towns  recognizing  this  fact  have 
introduced  medical  inspection  into  their  school  sys- 
tems. It  is  thus  possible  to  determine  the  physical 
defects  of  each  child  and.  wherever  possible,  over- 
come the  obstacle  which  tends  to  impede  his  pro- 
gress. During  the  past  year.  Miss  Helen  Dunn,  of 
Sanford,  in  connection  with  her  work  as  nurse  for 
the  York  County  Health  Association,  made  an  in- 
spection of  all  the  Lyman  schools.  The  report  of 
her  work  is  as  follows:  Number  of  pupils  examin- 
ed, 63;  number  with  defects.  57:  number  without  de- 
fects. 6:  number  having  normal  weight.  46;  number 
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below  weight,  11;  number  above  weight,  11;  number 
with  defective  teeth,  52;  number  with  defective 
tonsils,  9;  number  with  defective  vision,  4;  number 
with  defective  hearing,  1;  number  with  pediculi,  5. 

Condition  of  School  Buildings 

Our  school  houses  are  in  fair  state  of  general 
repair.  During  the  summer  a  new  outbuilding  was 
erected  at  the  Gousen's  school  and  the  one  at  the 
Smith  school  was  remodelled.  These  two  schools 
now  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law  in  the  mat- 
ter of  sanitary  out-buildings.  Next  year  it  will  be 
necessary  to  make  the  same  improvements  at  the 
Mills  and  Jackson  schools.  All  of  our  buildings  are 
defective  in  the  matter  of  heating,  lighting  and  ven- 
tilation. There  is  also  need  of  repairs  of  a  general 
nature. 

Financial 

A  glance  at  the  financial  statement  will  show 
but  one  overdraft,  that  occurring  in  the  repairs  ac- 
count. The  amount  appropriated  was  not  sufficient 
to  cover  the  work  already  referred  to,  together  with 
the  general  repairs.  I  would  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  $600.  for  the  coming  year  for  this  ac- 
count. Although  the  common  school  account  shows 
a  substantial  balance,  there  should  be  no  cut  in  the 
appropriation.  We  now  have  the  schools  on  a  bas- 
is on  which  we  may  hope  to  continue  increasing 
the  length  of  the  school  year.  Lyman  is  now  the 
only  town  in  the  supervisory  district  of  which  it  is 
a  member  which  does  not  maintain  a  school  year  of 
thirty-six  weeks.  May  we  not  hope  to  reach  this 
standard  in  the  very  near  future.  The  balance  in 
the  high  school  tuition  account  is  due  largely  to  the 
fact  that  some  of  the  towns  have  not  sent  in  their 
bills,  it  being  the  custom  of  some  towns  to  render 
bills  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June. 

Conclusion 

Parents  and  citizens  are  urged  to  visit  the 
schools  more  frequently,  become  acquainted  with 
our'  school  problems,  and  lend  their  co-operation. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  members 
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of  the  Committee,  the  teachers,  and  citizens  of  the 
town  my  appreciation  for  their  support  and  assis- 
tance during  the  past  year.
